CHAPTER 198. 
AN ACT relating to the killing of deer in Door county, and 

amendatory of section four, chapter forty, of the laws of 1879. 
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 

and assembly, do enact as follows: 
SEcnoN 1. Amend said section four of chapter 

forty, as follows: Strike out all after the word "coun-
ty," in the sixth line, and insert in lieu thereof the 
following: No person or persons shall be allowed to 
hunt, worry or kill any buck, doe or fawn after night-
fall, by the aid of any police lantern, torch light, or 
any other artificial light. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
